Among those affected is John Dow- 
den, managing editor of El Don. He 
occupies his spare time with his fly- 
tying hibby. 

Began Young 

Dowden began his hobby when he 
was fourteen years old, when he dis- 
covered that Royal Coachman, Grey 
Hackles, Parmachenee Belles,: and Sil- 
ver Doctors cost between thirty-five and 
fifty cents apiece. To date he has spent 
approximately eighty dollars for equip- 
ment and material for his hobby. 

Many Materials 

Some of the materials used in the 
manufacturing of trout flies are un- 
usual, as the fly-tier will use chenille, 
deer hair, silk, rooster hackles (feathers 
from the neck), and flourescent thread 
in preparing one trout fly. 

Fly-tying has developed into an actual 
science, with the fly-tier attempting to 
imitate as closely as _ possible the 
natural insect to catch the trout. 

“Of course, if worms were fifty 
cents apiece, and one could dig trout 
flies out of the back yard, the fisher- 
man’s outlook might be different,” 
laughed Dowden. 

He is presently exhibiting his fly- 
tying materials and equipment at the

With the completion of the 
new track at the college, the Dons will now have an oval 
that ranks with the best in Southern California. 


Coach John Ward can be_ rightly 
proud of the new product that he spent 
so much time in planning. Foremost of 
the many excellent’ features that it 
boasts, is the fact that the track is the 
only one in the Eastern Conference 
with a 40-foot wide straightaway. It 
can handle up to 12 sprint entries per 
race, 


Other Features Listed 


The new Setup also permits runners 
in flat races to always have prevailing 
winds at their backs, while field event 
participants will also be able to com- 
pete with the sun at their backs. 


- Other important features are: (1) 
built-up high jump pit, (2) built-up 
pole vault and broad jump runways 
and pits, (3) 40 extra feet behind the 
220 starting line and 100 extra feet be- 
yond the 220 finish, and (4) a four- 
inch slope from outer to inner track

In the future, Ward holds two pro- 
jects high on his list of plans for the 
track. The first is to invite both the 
Sunset and Orange prep leagues to hold 
their all-league meets on the college 
neutral track. The second is to eventu- 
ally hold twilight meets when lights are 
installed. These would begin about 6:30 
in the ‘evening. 

Will It Be Fast?

This 
operation was off the coast of Alaska 
and other Northern waters, 

After heing released from the Aviaiy 
Lucas came to Santa Ana to be able 
to attend Santa Ana College. While at 
SAC he has become an outstanding 
track star.

ence classes were held in buildings near 
the YMCA, while shop classes remained 
at the high school. The junior college 
now had a campus of its own, even 
though it was widely spread. 

When the College Hall was con- 
demned in 1946 because of damages 
suffered in the earthquake of 1933, the 
classes were moved into army barracks 
behind the Board of Education build- 
ing. This was the year that a new site 
was chosen for the erection of a more 
modern and better college. A site was 
selected at Seventeenth and Bristol 
streets. 

New Campus in °47 

Classes were transferred to tempor- 
ary buildings on the present campus in 
September of 1947, while the perman- 
ent buildings were being constructed. 

The new buildings were completed 


and ready to move into by June of: 


1948. Of the twenty-six buildings on 
our fifty-two acre campus, thirteen are 
new and modern in design. The new 
permanent buildings in their land- 
scaped setting, were constructed at a 
cost of over $1,000,000. 

The general classrooms can serve 
serve 2500 students, and the laboratories 
and shops 1500. The campus includes 
a cafeteria, a student union, a library, 
and a‘new track is nearing completien. 

SAC is still without its own gym- 
nasium, but students have hopes of 
having one in the near future. 

Plans ‘have been proposed for a 
drama building, an auditorium, swim- 
ming pool, a campus observatory, and 
two new classrooms. 

Back in 1915 those twenty-six stu- 
dents were handicapped by poor facili- 
ties. Today, Santa Ana College is a 
growing and progressive institution.
